“Centurion’s  Sirvant  * * * |reaiy 
to- die."  Th : centurions  of  the  New  Tcsta- 
Wnt,  all  appear  to  us  ip  a very  favorable 
'light..  See  Luke  23:47;  Acts  10:22;  22:i6; 
23:17;  23:24;  24:23;  27:43.  A centurion  was 
a coipinander  of  one  hundred  men  but  proba- 
bly ranked  higher  than  * cap  ain  with  us. 
Tuisi  untiamtii  centurion,  ’stationed  at  Caper- 
naum, may  hi  ,ve  been  in  the  service  of  Herod 
Antilpas  but  h:  was  almost  certainly  a heath- 
en by  birth  a ad  prqbabl^helonged  topne  of 
the  Roman  l:gious.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  he  was  even  a ("proselyte  of  the  fcate,” 
but  he  was  kiudly  disposed  towards  Judaism 
and  received  a remarkable  tribute  frotn  the 
Jewish  elders."  Postibly  there  was  something 
in  the  Jewish  religion,  peryerted  as  it  was, 
that  led  him  to  se^  its  superiority  ov^r  the 
(idolatry  of  hisi  own  people.  He  had  a sprvaut 
to  whom  lie  Was  strongly  attached  and  who 
was  sick  and  lying  at  the  point  of  death. 
Matthew  says  he  was  a paratytic,  being  griev- 
jously  termenled.
